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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's response filed on June 22, 
2007. Claims 1-8 are pending in the present application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to a method and system of echo canceling in 
a full-duplex communication system. Claim 5 identifies the uniquely distinct, 
feature of the method, comprising: calculating as many pseudo-echo 
signals as the detected arrival times, a number of the pseudo-echo 
calculating filters being egual to a number of the detected arrival times: 
overlapping the calculated pseudo-echo signals as many times as the 
arrival times to obtain an overall pseudo-echo signal: and subtracting the 
overall pseudo-echo signal from the echo signal. The Examiner interprets 
these limitations in the context of the claim. The specification (see page 13, 
line 16 to page 16, line 14) supports these limitations. Fig. 7 illustrates echo 
cancellation using pseudo-echo calculating filter (77) in conjunction with 
echo arrival time absorbing portion (76). Further, Applicant has amended 
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the claim to overcome the prior art. The prior art of record does not teach 
these limitations. Therefore, claim 5 is indicated allowable. 
Claims 1, 3, 6-8 are essentially similar to claim 5 and are indicated 
allowable. Claim 2 being dependent from claim 1 and claim 4 being 
dependent from claim 3 are also indicated allowable.
